Taxicabs Originally 
‘Bounced Like Goat’ 
Says Thomas Glenn 


Did you ever wonder where the 
word bonfire came from, or cur- 
few? Maybe you’ve even wonder- 
ed about taxicab! 

To help quench your thirst for 
knowledge, Thomas H. Glenn, 
chairman of the SAC English 
faculty, has given us the baek- 
ground on_ several interesting 
words. 
Bone Burning 

For instance, the word bonfire. 
In the Middle Ages, funeral pyres 
for human bodies were a necessity 
in emergencies of war or pestil- 
ence. These were called fires of 
bone or “bonefires.” Later, bone- 
fires was the name given to pyres 
for the burning of heretics, and 
still later, the word was used to 
mean a fire of heretical books. 

In present langauage, however, 
“bonfires” are open-air fires for 
public celebration or for sport. 

Now, listen to this! Would you 
think for a minute that the word 
taxicab originally meant a car- 
iage that bounced like a goat? 

Taxing Ride 

‘Taxicab is an abbreviation of 
taximeter cab. Taximeter means, 
literally a ‘‘tax meter,” and cab 
is shortened from cabriolet. Be- 
fore the days of the automobile, a 
eabriolet was a light, horse-drawn 
earriage, given its French name 
from the Italian verb capriolaro, 
meaning ‘‘to caper,” “to act like 
a roebuck.” Its meaning comes 
from the Latin capreolus or “wild 
goa ” 

Back to curfew we go, and 
from there, back to the Middle 
Ages. During this time, peasants 
were required to cover or to ex- 
tinguish their fires at a fixed time 
each evening, announced by the 
ringing of a bell called the “‘cover- 
fire,” from the French word 
couvre-fue. When the Norman 
. French people used the word in 
England, it was adopted and pro- 
nounced as curfu or courfew — 
now our modern curfew, which is 
the signal for children to leave 
the. streets and go home. 

Gods Taunt Tantalus 

Here is an interesting gem of a 
word,. tantalize. In Greek mytho- 
logy, King Tantalus offended the 
gods and was punished in an odd 
manner. He was placed in the 
middle of a lake where the water 
reached his chin but went down 
whenever he tried to quench his 
thirst. The same was true with 
the choice fruit on branches over- 
hanging his head. Whenever he 
stretched out his hand to satisify 
his hunger, the food was out of 
reach. Thus, Tantalus’ became the 
symbol of such teasing, and his 
name is the root of our verb 
tantalize. a

in a series of discussions of cur- 
rent topics by prominent business 
men. 

Stauffer, manager of the Santa 
Ana branch of Dean-Witter and 


‘Co., members of the New York 


Stock Exchange, was the second 
speaker in the series, which is 
designed to give students practi- 
cal aspects of economics and 
business administration. 

Vandruff’s talk was based upon 
an analysis of the serious prob- 
lems facihg Orange County build- 
ers in obtaining financing for law 
down-payment homes. 

“Faith or confidence is the most 
important essential to national 
prosperity and the reason why 
America has achieved so much,” 
said Vandruff. 

“A free economic system is ab- 
solutely and irrevocably depen- 
dent upon the spiritual element of 
faith for its efficient operation.” 


“Complete Socialism or Com- 
munism is not dependent upon 
faith but upon force and fear,” 
he commented, “‘and a free eco- 
nomic system requires that an 
overwhelming majority of the 
people have this confidence or 
assurance in the future.” 


Discussing practical economics, 
Vandruff discerned that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s effort to stop 
inflation by contracting the money 
supply through raising the redis- 
count rate, actually tended to de- 
prive borrowers of money at low 
interest levels. 


“This spells disaster,” he said, 
“both for the home builder and 
developer, and for the people who 
hope for improved housing.” 


When the builder is hurt, it does 
not react against him alone but 
against all. the related industries 
in the state, Vandruff added. All 
money in circulation must flow, 
and if it does not, goods glut the 
market and cause huge losses of 
money.” 


Spesking on the operaton of the 
stock exchange, Stauffer describ- 
ed the intricate methods of pur- 
chasing of stocks and bonds.
